“We are very glad to’ see that the police 
magistrates have lately changed their 
policy in dealing with the ear-ring snatch- 
ers so frequently brought before them. 
We have always considered that the ordin- 
ary sentence of three months’ imprison- 
ment with hard labour, was altogether 
inadequate for offences of this description, 
The frequency of these cases proved that 
the leniency of the magistrates was quite 
thrown away’; that a short term of impris- 
onment was ineffectual as a deterrent 
amongst the hordes of cowidirdly ruffians 

* who make this particular branch of thieving 
their special study, ‘The magistrates have 
ample powers placed in their hands to 
enable them to deal effectually with crimi- 
nals of this class, without committing them 
to the ‘Supreme Court, and we are ‘dis- 
posed to consider that it is a duty they 
owe to the community ‘to visit all crimes 
accompanied by acts of vislenag, with the 
full penalty the law. allows. ‘Phat. the 
police magistrates have come round to our 
way of thinking, is evidenced hy their re. 
cent sentences; and the wisdom of this: 
severe mode oftreatment may be gathered 
from the faet'that the crime of ear-ring 
snatching has within the past few wecks 
shown a very noteworthy decrease, 

‘It has often appeared to us that the 
sentences meted out’ to the commonest | 
class of offenders—petty pilferers—tried 
a{ our monthly criminal sessions are gener. 
ally out of al! proportion to the character 
of thelr offences, ‘Month after month we

‘| eighteen months’ imprisonment. Such are 


the eccentricities of public justice. 


at our Police Courts (introduced by Go- 
vernor Hennessy if we mistake not), of 
sending petty pilferers, and other minor 
offenders generally, to the Supreme Court, 
a uscless expenditure of time and trouble. 
The Magistrates have ample powers to 
deal summarily with all cases of the kind 
referred to, and the ends of justice would 
be equally as well served by their freely 
using these powers, instead of sending 
every paltry case aggravated by previous 
conviction that comes before them, to the 
higher Court. Lut all-crimes of violence; 
such as the car-ring snatching above re- 
ferred to, ‘be treated with Draconian 
severity; but in dealing with paltry offences, 
we trust the day is not far distant when 
what is-called justice will be more in ace- 
ordance with common sense than appears 
to have been the case in this Colony for 
many years past,

THE Shanghai I/erewry has been favoured with 
the, following interesting letter from ‘Tai Yuan; 
foo, dated April tgth, 1882:—“ You may be gla 
ta learn that Mesny has arrived here, on a visit 
to the Governor Chang Tsli-tung; th¢y appear to 
be old acquaintanecs. ‘Though Mesny is an 
Englishman by birth, he is as thoroughly Chinese 
as Chang Tsh-tung, in‘ everything excepting 
dress, both thorough and earnest reformers, ab- 
horrors of opium and slothfulness, early risers, 
‘fearless denouncers of bribe-accepters, and other 
such weaknesses of the official classes and their 
underlings; they are likely to accomplish some- 
thing in this long-neglected province. ‘The pre- 
stunt programme appears to be, first the thorough 
reorganization of the army; secondly, rectification 
of long out-standing difficulties with the neigh. 
bouring states; thirdly, eradication of uscless 
officials from the staff, and brightening up of 
those that remain by receptions before 6 a.m, at 
the palace, which sometimes last till afternoon ; 
fourthly, ddvanceinent, of all capable men of 
whatsoever’ tonguc, nation or creed; fifthly, en- 
couragement of education, western arts ‘and 
sciences, &c,, &c. In fact, another Tso Tsung- 
tang, in the way’ of reform and progress in the 


path of rectitude.” 


SAvs the Graphic+—"The ambition of making 
arcputation on the English stage which is so 
often displayed by forcign actresses is not difficult 


‘to understand, when we consider how many fa- 


reign performers have mastered the difficulties 
of our Ianguage sufficiently to take a leading 
position among their English comrades.

Borry, 
a French actress, described. as of the ‘Theatre 
Imperial, St. Petersburg, who made her first 
appearance on the English stage at the Gaiety 
Theatre on Tucsday afternoon, Unfortunately 
the lady had chosen for the otcasion an adapta- 
tion of a.rather diffuse and hyper-sentimental 
German play of Mosenthal, in which she enacted 
a. character strongly resembling that of the 
heroing of M. Dumas’ Dame ‘ane Camellias: 
Malle,” Borry has a graceful figure, a good 
voice, and some skill in the arts of the stage; but, 
her performance lacked variety, and .was far too 
uniformly sad and sombre. Altogether, the 
drama, which bore the-tide of Reparation, 
afforded but scant entertainment to a rather thin 
audience.” Qur London contemporary. ‘must: 
surely have made a serious omission in its list of 
foreign performers who have taken a leading posiy’ 
tion on the. English stage!. Why :Madame 
Celeste, Mdile Beatrice, Madame Modjeska, and 
Messieurs Fechtcrand Marius, and why not Herr 
Bandmann?_ -The great tragedian has not been:

porary to apologize and retract ‘a statement we 
made about the private subscribers to that 
journal. We requested him to state what he 
wished retracted ; we could get no precise state- 


ment us to what part of ourarticle was to be re-: 


tracted, but as what we said. was exactly what 
was contained in a circular issued from his office, 
dated January rst, 1882, we ‘offered to publish 
that circular and his denial side by side.

Yet the 
circular of the 1st Jrinuary (Sunday) 1882, offered 
to the Commissioners of Custoins, and the Cus 
toms staff at all the ports, the paper at Tls..12 
per annum, and the proprietors hoped that by so 
doing they would éucrease the fist of their pri- 
vate subscribers. So it is clear that they had a 
list of private subs¢ribers before; indeed we knew 
it quite well before. There was nothing what- 
ever said in the circular of the 1st January about 
a guid pro guo, and it did not scem to us that 


the recipients of the circular thought that they’ 


were to give anything beyond the ‘Ts, 12 per 
annum ag a guid pro guo, There are about 140 
foreigners employed on the Indoor staff, about 
70, 9n the Outdoor staff, and about 70 an the 
Marine Staff, ofthe I.M. Customs, and it is ab- 
‘surd to suppose that all these were to be giving 
contributions to the paper, We knew all about 
it on Monday the and January, but we derided 
not to offer our paper at a reduction ; our circuld- 
tion fs not declining and no such drastic remedy 
is necessary ;, on the contrary it has continucd 
to increase since the and January, in spite of the 
logs of the circulation paid for by the Inspectorate 
General of Customs ; for the IG. decided last 
year that the Customs staff were to supply them- 
selves with newspapers. It was feared, we sup- 
pose, that they would take inthe cheapest news- 
paper, so the Darly News proposed to lower 
their price..
